The proposed amendments change the scope of the claims. For example, claim 1 would recite the limitation "wherein collecting 
heuristic information comprises at least one of: collecting a time to complete a same or a similar task in another project; sampling a 
plurality of times to complete the same or similar task in a plurality of other projects; [and] surveying a plurality of experienced project 
managers to provide an estimated time requirement to complete the task." Such limitations were not previously presented in the claims. 
Indeed, Applicant states, "Claim 1 has been amended to include ... additional features which patentably distinguish over Deziel" (remarks, 
page 11). Independent claims 11, 21 and 36 have been similarly amended. Accordingly, the proposed amendments would require further 
consideration and/or search. 
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
